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NOTES AND QUERIES. 


Milton’s Watch in America.—In the 
British Museum is a watch which belonged 
to Milton. It was made by William Bunting, 
Pope’s Head Alley, Cornhill, whose name 
appears in the tables of the Clockmaker’s 
Company of that period. ‘The face is in- 
scribed ‘‘loanni Miltoni, 1631.” It shows 
the days of the month, and the hours, and 
has a glass, ‘This watch was bequeathed to 
the maker by Sir Charles Fellows, who had 
owned the finest collection of watches in 
England. Itis said thata poor family in 
Yorkshire received a box from America, as 
part of the effects of an aged relative whose 
ancestors, had emigrated to that conti- 
nent soon after the time of the common- 
wealth. ‘The box contains several coins and 
the last mentioned watch, and the family to 
whom the bequest came, being poor, sold the 
whole to a silversmith, who was also a watch- 
maker, ‘The purchaser gave the full price 
for the coin, but refused togive more for the 
watch than the vaiue of the silver case, 2s. 
gd. The works, with the face on, which 
looked like iron, being so much tarnished, 
was put away ina drawer, which was fre- 
quently opened. ‘The friction after a time 
showed the face or dial to be of silver, with 
an inscription on it. This, on being deci- 
phered, after cleaning, was found to be as 
above given.— Wood's Curiosities of Clocks 
and Watches. 


Oldest Clock in America.—We found 
in looking over Woods ‘‘ Curiosities of Clocks 
and Watches,” the following paragraph : 

“The Philadelphia Library claims pos- 
session of the oldest clock in America, it 
wants buta few years of being two centuries 
old. It was made in London, keeps good 
time, and is said to have been once owned by 
Oliver Cromwell.” 

: Applying to the Philadelphia Library for 


lurther particulars we have been favored 


by the librarian with the following : 


This clock is said to have been made for, and be- 
longed to, Oliver Cromwell, the Protector. It was 








ormerly owned by Samuel Hudson of this city. 
After his death in the year 1793, his son William 
Hudson, presented it to the “ Library Co. of Phila- 
de phia.” It is believed to be the oldest chronometer 


in the city; and tradition informs us, that Samue: 
Hudson’s great-grandfather purchased it at an auction 
in England; when the auctioneer told his audience 
that it had been once in the possession of Oliver 
Cromwell. 

There are, however, the following reasons for be- 
lieving the contrary to be true, The clock appears 
to have been constructed in London, Oliver Crom- 
well died on September 3, 1658, consequently, if it 
was made for him, it must have been formed 
previously to that time, But by the ensuing quotation 
from Dr, William Derham’s “ Artificial Clock 
Maker,” it appears very probable that no clocks had 
been constructed in England at the time. 

“Section 2. After Mr. Huygens had thus invented 
these pendulum watches, and caused several to 
be made in Holland, Mr, Fromantil, a Dutch 
clock maker came over into England, and made the 
first that were ever made here; which was about the 
year 1662.” 

A. C. M., Lond. 1759, 4th ed. p. 106, 

By the above it evidently appears that the first 
clock which was made in England, was constructed 
in or about the year 1662; which is the fourth year 
after the death of Oliver Cromwell. ‘The similarity 
ofthe names of the maker is remarkable, and is a 
testimony of the truth and correctness of the above 
quotation, Added to this, the clock by its internal 
construction, proves itself of alater date than the life- 
time of Cromwell. Nevertheless, it may have be- 
longed to him, as four years are but of little conse- 
quence. It is, no doubt, at least a hundred and 
forty years old. (1804) 


The Strasbourg Library.—The news 
that the library at Strasbourg had been laid 
in ruins by the German bombardment, says 
the Pall Mall Gazette, has naturally caused 
a painful sensation, especially among lovers 
of bibliography. When we consider that 
printing was probably invented, though not 
first practised, at Strasbourg, and that the 
library was one of the oldest in France, we 
may understand the anxiety of the literary 
world as to the amount of damage really 
done. It may, however, alleviate this un- 
easiness somewhat to know that, notwith- 
standing the advantages which the city might 
have been expeeted to derive from its con- 
nection with the first printers, the library 
contained, with one remarkable exception, 
few very valuable books. That exception 
was a small folio volume in which the depo- 
sitions in the famous lawsuit between Faust 
and Guttenberg were written by what was 
said to be a contemporary hand. This is

open to doubt; but the volume was—may 
we not say is?—of the greatest interest, as 
one of the most trustworthy sources from 
which the prevalent opinions as to the origin 
of printing are derived. Among the early 
specimens of typography there was a copy 
of the first German Bible, printed by Men- 
telin, about 1466, but undated; also three 
early Latin Bibles by Mentelin, Jenson, and 
Eggestein, the last bearing the manuscript 
date 1468. There was, besides a rare copy 
of Virgil, by Mentelin, a still rarer Com- 
mentary of Servius upon that poet, printed 
by the celebrated Valdarfer; a Jerome’s 
“* Epistles,” by Schoeffer, 1470; and about 
four thousand other books printed before the 
beginning of the sixteenth century. There 
were only two or three illuminated MSS. of 
any great value. We trust, therefore, that 
the rarest volumes were placed in safety 
before this unhappy event, and that at least 
the little folio manuscript which has so long 
been the chief bibliographical treasure o 
Strasbourg has been preserved. 


Aldus.—What was the inscription on his 
printing-house, requesting his friends to dis- 
patch their business with him as soon as 
possible, and then go about their business ?

Over the door of his sanctum Aldus placed the fol- 
lowing inscription : 

Whoever you are, Atpus earnestly entreats you to 
dispatch your business as soon as possible, and then 
depart; un'ess you come hither, like another Hercu- 
les, to lend him some friendly assistance; for here 
will be work sufficient to employ you, and as many as 
enter this place.” 

This inscription was afterwards adopted, 
for a similar purpose, by the learnned Opho- 
rinus, a printer of Basil. 


Curious Epitaph.—The following portion 
ofan epitaph from the tomb of Thomas Carter, 
1706, in the church of St. Gregory, Sudbury, 
will doubtless interest some of our readers ; it 
is as well to premise that he was a very char- 
itable man, as the whole Latin inscription 
(which would occupy about forty lines) fully 
records: 

“ Traveller, I will relate a prodigy. On the day 
whereon the aforesaid Thomas Carter breathed out 
his soul, a Sudbury camel passed through the eye of 
a needle, Go, and if thou art wealthy, do thou like- 
wise. Farewell,” 

The allusion is of course to St. Matthew 
xix. 24. W. Sparrow Simpson, B.A.

The gentleman who has 
performed this astonishing feat is the Doctor Juris von 
Thielmann, a Junior Judge in the Berlin Court of 
Appeal, who, whilst devoting himself to the duties of 
his office, finds still time to occupy himself seriously 
with the literature and language of ancient India. 
Already, in 1866, he had fought in Bohemia; and 
the war of 1870 found him again in the ranks of the 
army.

Tue Derozr Monument.—The cable an- 
nounced to us Jast month that a monument 
had been erected in Bunhill Fields, to Alex- 
ander Defoe. Of course this was an error 
for Daniel Defoe. The Christzan World 
(English newspaper) interested itself regard- 
ing the monument. It says: “‘ Upon sceing 
the shabby stone that marked the grave of 
Defoe, it occurred to several gentlemen that 
something ought to be done to place upon 
the grave a more enduring memorial.” The

England, the readers of Robinson Crusoe, 
should subscribe six pence each, to the mon 
ument. Later, owing to an under estimate 
of the cost, it was necessary to appeal to 
others, boys and girls in heart.

Some of his works, one of 
them at least, will last as long as the English 
language; though we suspect that for a 
thousand people who talk about Robinson 
Crusoe, there are hardly two who have read 
the whole work through.

common quality in Defoe’s fictions in which 
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most of their power and interests consists, 
They were published anonymously ; and 
were meant to be read, and were certainly 
written for the express purpose of being taken 
as real narratives, and generally, of course, 
real biographies. This method requires 
great powers, and never were they so success- 
fully exerted by any writer or in so many 
instances as by Defoe. The History of the 
Plague, the Memoirs of a Cavalor, Rob- 
inson Crusoe, Moll ~ Flanders, Captain 
Carleton, all are fictions, but they were 
written as, and intended to be taken for, 
real and genuine books, ‘The apparation of 
Mrs. Veal was a downright lie, written for 
sO Many guineas on a commission from a 
bookseller, to sell off an unsaleable book, 
Drelincourt on Death. No man of the 
highest moral feelings could have constructed 
such a series, however clever, of literary im- 
positions as Defoe produced. We have not 
the least objection to a monument to Defoe ;

but if he is to be saluted as one of the great 
lights of Nonconformity, it is only fair to 
recall what the man, whole and entire, was. 
Defoe’s life illustrates what in religious lan- 
guage, and pious circles, is called the noth- 
ingness of gifts without graces. The lesson 
hasits value, and, for aught we know, the 
great Dissenting cemetery is the very place 
for teaching it, as Defoe is the most conspic- 
uous instance to illustrate it.” 


Atcernon Cuartes Swinpurne has pub- 
lished in London an ode on the Proclamation 
of the French Republic. The Saturday Re- 
view says: 

‘Mr. Swinburne is 


indeed sucha “quiver fellow” 
that he can compose 


an ode almost as fast as the 
people of Paris can establish a republic. We have 
little doubt that the duration of the one will be al- 
most as long as that of the other. Six days after the 
Republic was proclaimed this ode was published. It 
may perhaps be the case that both poet and publisher 
were anxious to avoid an awkward contingency, and 
were fearful lest the Republic should have collapsed 
before the ode had been printed. We shall not do 
Mr. Swinburne the injustice to suppose that be kept 
this ode by him ready for anything that might turn 
up, whether in France or Italy. We have no doubt 
that, as he has a complete command over words and 
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as complete an indifference to sense, he can strike off 
some three hnndred lines as easily as Hotspur killed 
you ‘some six or seven dozen of Scots at a breakfast,’ 
We must do him the justice to admit that his non- 
sense is at all events melodious nonsense. We have 
often wished, however, that he could have been a 
second Mendelssohn,and could have composed his 
songs without words. We should never, in that 
case, have been stopped in our enjoyment of his 
melody by awkward reflection, about his meaning, 
We consider, indeed, that nature intended Mr. Swing 
burne much more for a musician than a poet. A man 
may take liberties with his fiddlestick that he cannot 
take with his pen, and so long as he pleases the ear, 
need not consider the understanding. As it is, we 
can never read Mr. Swinburne for long together with- 
out getting thoroughly weary of him. His perfect 
rhythm becomes at last tiresome, and we do not find 
any relief in the worse than indecency of which he is 
too often guilt As we read him we are reminded of 
one of Bosweli’s stories:——-' A gentleman who intro- 
duced his brother to Dr. Johnson was earnest to 
recommend him to the Doctor’s notice, which he 
did by saying,‘ When we have set together some 
time, you'll find my brother very entertaining.’ ‘Sir 
(said Johnson), Ican wait.’ We read through one 
of Mr. Swinburne’s poems, and hope that they will 
in time grow entertaining and, we may add, intelli- 
gible, but, unlike Johnson, we do not find that we 
can wait, No doubt Mr. Swinburne has written not 
a little that is very beautiful. But even his finest 
poems have passages which are conspicuous by a re- 
markable absence of anything like sense.” * *
